Sterilized Air In Surgery. 


ilr. T. S. Tinsley, a prominent archi-

The value of 
tae discovery is stated to be that ail 
surgical operations can be peiformed by 
its use without danger of subsequent 
inf animation. 3Ir. Tinsley claims that 
the sterilized air will destroy all germs 
arsd microbes which exist in the atmos- 
phere. 
His idea is that the inflamma- 


tion in wounds is due to the action of 
the microbes, aad that if they are elimi- 
nated the wounds will heal rapidly at 
the first intention without suppuration. 


Dr. Halley, a well-known surgeon of 


Kansas City, has become deeply in- 
terested in the discovery, and is having 
constructed an operating room adjoining 
his residence, and prominent physicians 
there express the belief that the dis- 
sovery will revolutionize the present 
way of treating wound's. The first ex- 
periment, to which leading surgeons of 
the country and members of the press 
will be invited, will take place in a 
short tirae.— Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Guns That Shoot Thirteen 31iles. 
Two monster Russian guns have been 


sent to Sebastopol for the purpose of be- 
ing placed in the new ironclad Sinope, 
and although some of the details musi 
be inaccurate, the official description is 
too interesting to be ignored.

Test for the Turity of Water. 


A simple and convenient 
test 
for 
water is as follows; 
Fill a 
perfectly 
clean quart bottle half full of water; 
cork and shake it, remove the cork and 
see if any odor can be detected at the 
mouth of the bottle. 
Cork the bottle 
and place it in a warm place for a few 
hours or set into a pan of hot water 
for an hour, 
bhake, uncork and again 
test by smell. 
If an unpleasant or faint 
or musty odor is perceptible, the water 
requires more minute investigation. The 
second simple test 
is, to evaporate a 
quart of water to dryness in a new tin 
pan or cup, and note the character of the 
residue and what happens when it is 
strongly heated in a metal spoon. If the 
sediment left after evaporation is small 
and on being burnt in a metal spoon 
gives rise only to such odor as comes 
from 
burning 
vegetable 
matter, 
the 
water is not greatly contaminated with 
sewage. 
But if the sediment is in con- 
siderable quantity and burns, giving off 
the peculiar 
odor of burning hair or 
other animal mutter, then the water is 
foul. Either of these tests you can easily 
apply.—Brooklyn Mayle.
